The Japanese fishing industry 
hauled a total of 5,398,575 tons 
of fish in 1957, a new all-time 
record, the Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

The record catch, which does 
not include whales, showed an 
increase of 13 per cent over that 
of the preceding year and an 
increase of 10 per cent over the 
previous record, set in 1955. 

The ministry attributed the 
increase to the improvement in 
fishing technique and moderni- 
zation of equipment, including 
ships. Howeyer, the ministry 
said the most important reason 
was that fishing conditions were 
“extremely good” last year. 

The announcement said ocean 
fishing accounted for 196,950 
tons, or an increase of 18 per 
cent over 1956. Also the hauls 
of salmon fleets increased slight- 
ly—-to 99,975 tons. 

Ordinary surface fishing such 
as coastal fishing accounted for 
4,862,000 tons, an increase of 12 
per cent over 1956 and the high- 
est In the past five years. 

Shallow sea fish culture ac- 
counted for 244,537 tons, an in- 
crease of 36 per cent. 

Inland fishing accounted for 
80,963 tons. which showed a 
decrease of 8,475 tons from that 
of the previous year. However, 
inland fish culture accounted 
for 14,025 tons, an increase of 
four per cent. 

Meanwhile, a total of 16,016 
whales were caught in 1957— 
3,102 more than in 1956,

Future A-Blasts 
To Be Announced 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Atom- 
ic Energy Commission chair- 
man Lewis L- Strauss promised 
Thursday that future U.S. nu- 
clear tests “of any significance” 
in the Pacific will be announc- 
ed “as they occur.” 

Attacked in Congress for hav- 
ing held up the announcement 
of a nuclear explosion that took 
place April 28, Strauss told the 
National Press Club that this 
was a “very small device,” and 
added: “there will be announce- 
ments of other tests of any Sig- 
nificance as they occur.” 

Strauss contended that the 
timing of Russia's unilateral 
suspension of nuclear testing 
last month suggests that the 
Soviets are trying to prevent 
the U.S. from developing the 
complicated rocket missiles 
needed ‘for defense. 

He said American nuclear 
weapons must be “more sophis- 
ticated, more accurate and 
more numerous” than those of 
Russia, because “their targets 
would be very large”-—U.5. 
cities—and “our targets would 
be very small—their planes and 


missiles.”

He added that the limits will 
be the “respect due to the 
monarchic regime safeguarding 
the state and imperatives in the 
general interest.”

They 
were members of the “Einsatz- 
gruppen,” special commandos 
assigned to wipe out Jews, Gyp- 
sies and anti-Nazis in territory 
conquered by Hitler.

| A partial agenda for the state 
visit to Japan of the Shah of 
Iran was anhounced yesterday 
by the Foreign Office. 


The Shah, who will arrive 
here May 19 for a two-week 
visit, will meet the Emperor 
and Empress and Government 
leaders and attend Oe Oe 
ceremonies of the 3rd Asian 
Games May 24. 


He will attend the Iranian 
exhibition in Tokyo and will 
visit West Japan. 


In a press release, the Foreign 
Office said the Shah's visit 
should greatly enhance friendly 
relations between the two coun:

welcomed by the Government 
and people of Japan. 

The formal schedule for his 
stay is now being drawn up 
by a reception committee head- 
ed by Kohei Teraoka, the am- 
bassador to Iran.

They will include 
Djafar Sharifemami, Minister 
of Industry and Mines; Abbasg- 
holi Neissari, Minister of Trade;

Bodies of Trapped 
Miners Still in Pits 


It will take at least five more 
days of pumping before the 
bodies of the 29 coal miners 
trapped Thursday in a flooded 
pit in Nagasaki Prefecture can 
be brought up, it was announc- 
ed yesterday.

To Alternate as Mayor | 


It looks as if the town of 
Shido in Kagawa Prefecture 
on Shikoku would have two 
men alternating as mayor dur- 
ing the next two years—not by 
election but by “mutual agree- 
ment.” 

A compromise between two 
conservatives in the last elec 
tion, the unusual agreement 
has been made “for a peaceful 
operation of town government” 
and approved by the local as 
sembly. 


Conservative Yuichi Yagi and 
reformist Yoshinori Kiuchi ran 
in the election of Feb. 6. The 
conservative won by a one-vote 
margin. 


The loser, suspecting un- 
fairness on the part of the town 
election management commit- 
tee, protested to that commit 
tee, The committee investigat 
ed, annuled its original deci- 
sion and adjudged the reformist 
the winner. He got into the 
saddle as mayor. 

The conservative protested to 
a higher authority—the prefec- 
tural committee for election 


management. 

After three months of wrangl- 
ing between the two, the con- 
servative abruptiy withdrew 
his protest, telling the commit- 
tee an agreement had been 
reached between him and his 
opponent ““for a peaceful opera- 
tion of town government.” 


The agreement, in gist, pro- 
vides: The present reformist 
mayor will resign shortly, 


proclaim the next mayoral elec- 
tion, sponsor his former op 
ponent as a candidate, become 
his campaign manager and 
“strive for his election without 
voting.” 

Next April, the agreement 
provides, the other man (if he 
is the mayor at the time) will 
resign, sponsor his former op 
ponent as a candidate for the 
next mayorship, become his 
campaign manager and “strive 
for his election.” 

Discussed at a recent meeting 
of the town assembly, the agree 
ment was opposed by some 
members as “contrary to the 
principles of democratic govern- 
ment” but Was,approved by a 
majority vote. 

Local rumors’say the gover- 
nor and members of the pre 
fectural assembly played a part 
in bringing about the agree 
ment. 

The prefectural committee for 
election management “regrets” 
the agreement because it goes 
against the principles of demo 
cracy. The committee con- 
siders the agreement legal but 
doubts whether election with 
out voting will be possible.

Japan's exports to the United 
States of three important com- 
modities which compete directly 
with European sources held up 
well in 1957 in comparison with 
shipments from Europe. 

This conclusion is based on 
an analysis of U.S. imports of 
ceramic ware, glassware and 
sewing machines — three of 
Japan's most important export 
categories, accounting among 
therm for a healthy 7 to 8 per 
cent of total sales to the U.S.

The most spectacular gain 
has been in sewing machines, 
in terms of both numbers and 
value. More importantly, the 
percentage increase for value 
was far ahead of the gain in 
unite—meaning that the average 
price of sewing machines rose 
last year. and implying in turn 
that higher<juality machines 
are accounting for an iIncreas- 
ing percentage of sales to the 
US. This trend has been re 
ported earlier (notably the in- 
creessed American interest in 
rigzag machines) but the figures 
are even more impressive than 
expected.

Imperts of sewing machines 
by the United States in 1957 (in 
the $10 to $75 bracket) rose 11 
per cent in the first 11 months 
of 1967—a trifle over one mil- 
fet machines, compered with 
$05,000 im the 1956 period.

World Bank Loans 
Expected Shortly 


Minister of International 
Trade and Industry Shigesaburo 
Maeo told the press yesterday 
that the contracts for World 
Bank loans to Japan's power 
industry would be signed late 
this month or early in June at 
the latest, 

Maeo, speaking after yester- 
day’s Cabinet meeting, attribut- 
ed the delay in the signing to 
the Government's failure to take 
prompt action regarding its 
guarantee for the projected loan 
‘ program. ‘This failure, he ex- 

plained, resulted from the di- 
: fficulty of getting in touch with 
Economic Planning Agency Di- 
rector Ichiro Kono-and Fimance 
Minister Hisato Ichimada, 

Maeo predicted that the loan 
plan would be approved at an 
extraordinary meeting of the 
World Bank's board of directors 
late this month or at a regular 
meeting scheduled for June 15. 

He based his prediction on 
the fact that a formal Govern- 
ment decision on its guarantee, 
and the commissioning of Am- 
bassador to the U.S, Koichiro 
Asakai to sign the document 
wouki be taken at a postelec- 
tion cabinet conference. 


Production Decreases 
In Chemical Fiber 


OSAKA (Kyodo)-—Japan’s out- 
put of chemical fiber during 
April declined by 17.4 per cent 
from the previous month, the 
Japan Synthetic Textiles Asso- 
clation announced, 

It said synthetic textiles pro- 
duction in April was 57,644,000 
pounds. 

The output of rayon yarn and 
rayon staple showed the big- 
gest drop due to curtailment of 
production, the announcement 
said,

Exports Drop 
Drastically 
During April 


Japan recorded a $32,828,000 
excess of imports over exports 
in April, the Finance Ministry 
announced yesterday on the 
basis of customs clearance 
figures. 


Exports totaled $221,403,000 
or a decline of $65,912,000 from 
the previous month and im- 
ports amounted to $254,231,000 
or $19,172,000 less than the 
previous month's figures. 

The drastic decline in exports 
were attributable to many fac- 
tors. Among them was the 
fact that the export of vessels 
decreased to 33.5 per cent of 
the previous month figure, 
which was a record high in 
postwar years, 

The export of plywood, how- 
ever, was boosted by some 20 
per cent more than the previ- 
ous month and iron and steel 
and metal products also regist- 
ered a slight gain, 

The list of losers included 
yessels, chemical fertilizers, 
perishables and rayon textiles. 
The decline averaged more 
than 20 per cent. 

In imports, rice increased by 
52 per cent and iron ore by 
32.4 per cent. A decrease was 
seen in such items as soybeans 
(28.1 per cent), sugar, raw cot- 
ton and coal,

PO Wire Plan Set 


Telegraphic money orders can 
be paid immediately in cash 
starting July 1. 

Under the new arrangement, 
when requested, the destination 
post office will place the cash 
sum in an envelope and deliver 
it to the recipient. 

Formerly, the recipient had 
to take remittance slip to the 
post office to get the cash. 

There had been complaints 
that the recipient could not ob- 
tain immediate cash if he recelv- 
ed the remittance slip in the 
evening or on a Saturday after- 
noon. 

The additional charge for 
cash delivery is ¥30 regardless 
of the sum.

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Copenhagen Conference 

The NATO foreign ministers at the end of their three- 
day meeting in Copenhagen declared that controled disar- 
mament should be one of the main questions discussed at a 
summit conference with Soviet Russia but it was also em- 
phasized in their communique that conferences at the sum- 
mit were not the only way, or necessarily the best way, of 
reducing international tensions, and in any event such con- 
ferences must be properly prepared and held in a favorable 


atmosphere. 


In this latter connection, it was pointed out that Soviet 
Russia had recently aggravated international tensions by 
its veto in the U.N. Security Council of the United States’ 
proposals to reduce the risks of surprise attack over the 


Arctic. 


The communique said a summit conference should con- 
sider the German unification problem which came up at the 
previous summit meeting at Geneva in 1955 and on which 


little or no progress had been made. 


It seems obvious to 


most people that peace and harmony in Europe must rest 
on a very shaky basis until Germany becomes reunified, 
but Soviet Russia remains adverse to any inclusion of this 
question on the agenda for a summit meeting, Moscow, 
ignoring the fact that it alone is responsible for the con- 
tinued division of Germany by upholding the Red regime 
in the eastern part of the country, declares that it is a mat- 


ter for settlement between the two German states. 


The 


Western powers, of course, do not recognize East Germany 
as a lawfully constituted state but as the victim of a group 
of Reds upheld by Russian bayonets. 


The tone of the communique indicates that the foreign 
ministers are not unwilling that a summit meeting should 
be held, provided that the conditions are sufficiently reason- 
able for some result to be attained, but it is clear that 
they wish for a change of behavior from Soviet Russia. 
“Despite the disappointment and doubts to which the So- 
viet attitude gives rise,” says the communique, “the NATO 
Governments will not be discouraged and will not give up 
their attachment to the principle of negotiation.” 

What the NATO leaders fear, however, it is quite clear, 
is that, prematurely called and provided with an agenda 
that eschews all the most important issues, a summit con- 
ference could only lead to idle talk and increased ill feeling. 
They want to get down to brass tacks and, indeed, the com- 
munique ends up by expressing their wish for “expert tech- 
nical discussions” between representatives of the Soviet 
Union and of the Western powers principally concerned, 
on detailed measures on control over disarmament. 


Russian conduct with regard to disarmament propo- 
sals suggest that this is just what Moscow wishes to avoid. 
Loose talk about disarmament is all right with the Soviet 
leaders but when it comes to discussion of definite detailed 
plans they become remarkably mute, unless it is to hurl 
charge of aggression against the democratic camp. There is 
the further suspicion that Moscow believes that an ill 
prepared summit meeting might tend to sow dissension 
among the allies while its failure to achieve anything 
could be used for propaganda purposes with the “neutrals.” 

U.S. Seeretary of State Dulles in his West Berlin speech, 
after the Copenhagen conference, pointed out that the 
Soviet Government was attempting “by every act of pro- 
paganda” to compei the Free World to abandon its nuclear 


deterrent shield. 


It claimed, he said, that those who creat- 


ed that shield were “aggressive groupings” and that those 
who sought only defense should prove it by renouncing all 
but inferior weapons, leaving modern weapons to be a 
monopoly of those who had a “tragically long” record of 


expansion by violence, 


If Mr. Dulles is correct in this interpretation of Rus- 
sian motives, and we fancy he is not far wrong, we fear 
that the outlook for disarmament is not very promising. 
The very fact that Moscow clings to a certain line of ac- 
tion, that should by now be patent to all, practically ensures 
that it will never agree to any large measure of disarma- 


ment. 


Communism was born out of violence and its ex- 


pansion calls for more violence. When Moscow and Pei- 
ping and their satellites abandon their subversive political 
undertakings, we may perhaps see them genuinely interest- 
ed in the reduction of armaments—but not until then. 

Does that mean never? We hope not. But we do not 
expect a change of heart in the immediate future. 

The world is thrown back on the need for a political 
settlement as the necessary basis for a better international 


understanding. 


It is hard to believe that discussions on 


disarmament can prove fruitful while countries like Ger- 
many and Korea remain cut in two, while Moscow still 
hankers after “world revolution,” and Communists every- 


where try to make as much trouble as they can. 


It is the 


real aggressors who must make the first move to put things 


right by abandoning their aggression. 


Until they do so, 


summit talks may be attempted but little progress can be 


hoped from them, 


Communists in the Election 


Prospects for Rede Meager in Fight for Seats in Next Diet 


For the forthcoming election, 
the Japan Communist Party has 
ut up 114 candidates. There is 
fietle doubt that the number of 
successful candidates can be 
counted on one’s fingers. in 
the last Diet, the party held two 
seats. 

The biggest appeal the Com- 
munists are trying to put 
across to the people seems to 
be “We are going strong! Do 
not forget us!,” though they are 
now urging establishment of 
what they call “a new demo 
cratic government.” 

They have been embittered, 
as the tone of the party organ 
Akahata (Red Flag) indicates, 
by the implied neglect of the 
party when the “bourgeois” 
press speak of the “two-party 
system” in Japan. 

What they consider as a new 
democratic government, how- 
ever, seems to be, after all, a 
government based on a majori- 
ty of the Socialist Party, in 
which the left wingers are pre- 
dominant and the Communists 
can play a definite role them- 
selves. Styling themselves as 
the salt of the earth, they think 
that democratic govefnment 
would lose ite savour without 
their participation. 


In Every District 


When their character be 
comes blurred in terms of con- 
tradistinction to the Socialists, 
they must feel the need to 
publicize their existence and at 
the same time forge the party 
ties by going through an ordeal 
of real politics. 

The Communist Party has its 
candidate in almost every elec- 
toral district throughout Japan, 
the total number of elettoral 
districts being 118 In Tokyo, 
for example, Katsumi Kikunaml, 
ex-chairman of Japan Congress 
of Industrial Unions, is running 
in the first district; Saneki 
Matsumoto, central committee 
member, in the second district; 
Yashiro Ii, ex<chairman of the 
federation of Goternment em- 
ployes unions, In the third dis- 
trict, and one man each in the 
four other districts. : 

Kanichi Kawakami, who was 
a Representative in the last 
Diet, is expected to be return- 
ed from the second district of 
Osaka, because he can count 
upon the votes from his stanch 
supporters there. But other 
Communist candidates are not 
so fortunate. Even the other 
Representative in the last Diet, 
Yoshio Shiga, cannot see his 
position as really secure. 

Big Costs 

Among these who are consid- 
ered to be hopeful are Katsumi 
Kikunami, who returned from 
Czechoslovakia April @ after 
eight vears’ absence from home, 
and Shigeo Kamiyama, whose 
feud with the party leadership, 
dismissal from the party and 
rehabilitation once attracted 
wide attention. 

The campaign financing for 
114 candidates certainly is a big 
cost to the party. The legally 
required deposit money alone 
comes to ¥100,000 for one cand! 
date. The party is now solicit- 
ing contributions from _the 
lower echelons to the tune of 
¥10 million. The actual con- 
tributions are believed to have 
amounted to some ¥7 million. 

The party has a ¥8 million 
fund for its seventh national 
congress to be held this summer 
after the election. And the in- 
dividual candidates wif, . of 
course, try to rake in whatever 
they can. If the party can leave 
the congress fund untapped, it 
would have survived the ordeal 
as far as the financial aspect is 
concerned. 

ideologically, the party has 
succeeded in consolidating its 
unity along the lines envisaged 
im the draft pol&y program, 
which was made pubiic last 
September. The public security 
authorities, for example, foresee 
no big storm gathering over the 
coming party congress, where

Asahi Shimbun commented on 
the Communist Chinese Navy's 
recent seizure of 14 Japanese 
fishing boats.

Parties are publicizing in the 
general election campaigns their 
plans to expand the social secu- 
rity systems. It will be neces- 
sary for the voters to fully 
study ‘how far these plans are 
feasible under the present 
financial situation in the. nation. 
It is meaningless to pledge plans 
unless they are backed by a 
sound budget, the paper said, 
The two parties should explain 
how they propose to finance 
their national annulty systems, 
the paper said.

However, the big powers 
should remember that they are 
responsible for world peace and 
therefore should respond to 
humanity's appeal and exert 
themselves for reaching agree- 
ment on disarmament at the top- 
level conference, the paper said. 


Nishi Nippon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) regretted the “furlough” 
tactics resorted to May 7 by 
primary and middle school tea- 
chers in Fukuoka Prefecture to 
protest the Education Ministry's 
plan to assess school teachers’ 
Saying that the tac- 
ties resulted in the closing of 
classrooms, the paper particu- 
larly regretted that the teachers 
did not hesitate to back their 
stand against the plan at the 
expense of school pupils. The 
public came to feel keenly the 
need of the Education- Minis- 
try’s plan because of the school 
teachers’ unscrupulous behavior, 
the paper said.

Dutch Plans in W. New Guinea 


By EVERT G. J. VAN DAM 


THE HAGUE, Holland (Kyo- 
do-UP)—The Dutch Government 
is about to start the implementa- 
tion of a new five-year plan for 
West New Guinea aimed at 
finally bringing the whole of 
this Asian territory with its 
estimated 700,000 Papua in- 
habitants under its Administra- 
tion, 


The implementation of this 
plan will start with the arrival 
at the area’s capital, Hollandia, 
around June 15 next of the new 
Duteh governor, Dr. Pieter J. 
Platteel, as replacement for Dr. 
Jan Van Baal. 


Gov. Platteel will find in his 
hew territory some 350,000 duly 
registered Papua subjects. But 
a similar number is believed to 
live “undiscovered” in the 
many unexplored interior re- 
gions of this vast island of 
which the Dutch part covers an 
area 22 times bigger than Hoi- 
land, 

Most of these Papuans live 
still under very primitive condi- 
tions and have never yet beer 
in contact with the outside 
world. Their formal registration 
as Dutch nationals is the first 
aim of the new five-year pian 
which is to expire in 1963. 

In addition, the plan provides 
for a Government-sponsored 
economic-geological exploration 
of some of the better known 
areas in the westernmost part 
of the island, 


In a few months time, ex- 
perts of the Administration’s 
mining bureau in Hollandia will 
start exploring for minerals in 
the morthern regions of the 
“Vogelkoh” (bird’s head). Earil- 
er explorations have already in- 
dicated the presence in thig 
area of lead, zinc and nickel. 


In this new drive, experts 
will try to establish the size 
and extent of the mineral re- 
sources and investigate where 
economic exploitation will be 
possible. If the results of these 


explorations prove satisfactory, ' 


the Dutch Administration plans 
to consult private enterprise 
about the exploitation possibil 
ities. 


These explorationg form the 
main part of an allout effort 
to broaden New Guinea's eco- 
nomic basis so that the area 
will become self-sufficient to a 
greater extent. It is thus hoped 
to enable a reduction in the 
Dutch Government's subsidy for 
the area, averaging ‘between 60 
and 70 million guilders (16 to 
18.55 million dollars) per ar- 
num, 

Meanwhile Dutch- Australian 
collaboration in the develop- 
ment of their respective areas 
in New Guinea, based on a 
joint statement published in 
November last year, will also 
enter a new, and more con- 
crete stage shortly. 


After thorough preparatory 


paper work, factual collabora- 
tion will start in June. A spe- 
cial Netherlands attache for 
New Guinea affairs, Willem van 
Beuge, will be accredited with 
the Australian Government in 
Canberra June 1. He will main- 
tain close contact with the Aus- 
tralian Government and will 
work out the Dutch part of the 
coordination plans for the de- 
velopment of Dutch and Aus- 
tralian New Guinea. 


In September and October, 
leading Australian and Dutch 
officials concerned with the 
New Guinea territories will 
hold a conference in Australia. 
They will exchange data on the 
developments arising there. 
This first joint conference is 
expected to be attended by the 
Putch Minister for Overseas Af- 
faits, Gerard Ph. Helders.

A TREASURY OF ASIAN LITERA- 
TURE. Edited by John D. Yohan- 
nan. ished by Phoenix 
House, London Ws. 


Western people still lack ac- 
curate knowledge of Asia, parti- 
cularly of the literature of 
Asian races. In his book Dr. 
Yohannan has carefully select- 
ed excellent translations of out- 
standing literary products of 
various Asian peoples. 

He covers the literature of 
Arabia, Tran, India, China and 
Japan in particular, dividing it 
into four groups, story, drama, 
song and scripture. 

The Panchatanta of India, 
(2nd century), The Gulistan of 
Sadi (13th century), and The 
Nathnawi of Rumi (Persian) of 
the I3th century are given as 
old parables of Asia. In the 
prose fiction the Thousand and 
One Nights of Arabia, the 
Judicial Murder of Tsui Ning 
of China, and the Tale of Genji 
of Japan are included. 

In the third group of dramas, 
The Mahabharata of India, 
The Shahnamah of Fitdausi 
(Persia); Shakuntaka by Kali- 
dasa (india) of the Sth century; 
Atsumori, a Japanese Noh 
drama by Seami are given. 

Poems by Chinese poets, in- 
cluding those by Wang Wei, Li 
Po, Tu Fu, Po Che-i, and Su 
Tung-po; Japanese poems from 
the Manyoshu and Kokinshu, 
and haiku by Basho are intro- 
duced, while poetic works of 
Ma’‘arri and Omar Khayyam, 
both Persian; Ode by Imr-ul- 
Kais, an Arab; Gita Govinda 
by Jauadera, an Indian; The 
Divani Shamsi Tabriz of Rumi; 
The Divan of Hafiz, Persian are 
presented. 

In the group under scriptures 
are the Analects of Confucius, 
the Tao Teh Ching, the Bha- 
gavad Gita of Hindu, the Dham- 
mapada of Buddhism, and the 
Koran. 

These literary works of the 
past written by various Asian 
peoples are explained and com- 
mented on by the author so that 
their outstanding features may 
be easily appreciated by the 
reader. 

The book also has bibliogra- 
phic notes, classified by nations, 
and chronological information 
respecting the cultural history 
and literature of eaca people. 

In one volume the author has 
treated an extensive field 
graphically and chronologically, 
but im such compactness as to 
enable the reader to obtain the 
outline of the culture and litera- 
ture of the Asian races.—M.J.

The Labor Scene

The Spring Wage Offensive 


The spring wage drives pro- 
vided a good opportunity to 
gauge current developments in 
collective bargaining patterns 
and the degree of union sup- 
port among industrial workers’. 


It had been vwniversally ex- 
pected that the current eco 
nomic recession would result 
in a virtually immovable em- 
ployer resistance to labor's de 
mands for more money. In re 
trospect this proved to be only 
partly correct; employers gen- 
erally did display redoubled op- 
position to proposed wage in- 
creases and the settlements ar- 
rived at were well below the 
amounts granted last spring. 

On the other hand, nationai 
unions demonstrated a conspicu- 
ous improvement in their abili- 
ty to accomplish the unified ac- 
tion of their affiliates (enter- 
prise unions) whieh resulted 
in more effective economic bar- 
gaining pressures, 


On both sides of the bargain- 
ing tables an increasing degree 
of centralized decision-making 
authority was manifested; Nik- 
keiren (Japan Federation of 
Employers Associations, the 
employers’ Sohyo), was a sort 
of GHQ which applied pressure 
on employers who appeared to 
give way to union pressure and 
to prevent them from agreeing 
to “excessive” wage boosts. 

The trend on the labor side 
has also been in the direction 
of a gradual improvement in 
the effectiveness of indutry- 
wide action coordinated by So- 
hyo (Japan General Council of 
Trade Unions). Local enter- 
prise unions in a number of 
key industries agreed to entrust 
national union leaderships with 
increased decision-making pow- 
ers (the right to call industry- 
wide walkouts, national bar- 
gaining, etc.). The wage drives 
of the Private Railway Work- 
ers Union (Shitetsusoren 130, 
000) and the Synthetic Chemi- 
cal. Workers Union (Goka Ro- 
ren 80,000) were characteristic 
in this respect. 

The effects of the business 
downturn have not been wuni- 
form everywhere, while some 
industries have been little or 
slightly affected thus far (elec- 
trical manufacturing), others 
are in the throes of economic 
difficulties (textiles, copper). 
Just prior to the spring labor 
campaigns it is reported that 
emplovers had among 
themselves that inasmuch as 
the success of a union’s efforts 
to obtain “large” wage increases 
in one industry would act as 
an incentive for labor industrial 
sectors to press for similar 
gains, a united employers front 
was established and policed by 
Nikkeiren to prevent “break- 
throughs.” 

NikkKeiren's efforts to hold the 
wage increase line was not al- 
ways crowned with success due 
largely to wumexpected union 
pressure. For example, employ- 
ers in the chemical industry 
were forced to grant much high- 
er wage boosts and benefits 
than they had originally intend- 
ed. 


The successful campaign of 
the Chemical Workers Union 
was an outstanding feature of 
the spring campaigns; by skill- 
ful and clever tactics the union 
succeeded in completely out- 
maneuvering employers of such 
giant firms as the Mitsul-owned 
Toyo Koatsu Co. and Sumitomo 
Chemicals. Kaorw Ota, Goka 
Roren president and architect 
of much of Sohyo’s strategies, 
however unrealisitic and im- 
mature he may appear in the 
realm of political ideas, once 
again revealed himself to be a 
capable and resourceful labor 
leader. 

Wage drives in industries 
directly affected by the recession 
were naturally “low-toned.” In 
the textile industry the Zenro- 
affiliated Textile Workers Fede- 
ration (Zensen Domei) was busy 
combating wholesale personnel 
reductions due to large produc- 
tion cutbacks while Sohyo 
Chairman Haraguchi’s National 
Federation of Metal Miners 
(Zenko 60,000) found it impos- 
sible to win wage increases as 
large as those obtained by most 
major unions (in the vicinity of 
¥1,000 per month), The eur- 
rent crisis in the copper market 
forced the union to accept a 
¥400 per month raise which is 
only one third of the amount 
received last spring. 

The forthcoming national 
elections were not without their 
impact on the spring bargaining 
talks. Government leaders, who 


| have made of Sohyo a major 


election issue, were anxious to 
assure that the wage drive end- 
ed in failure. Labor sources 
report that during bargaining 
sessions between the private 
railway employers and union 
representatives, certain key 
government figures informed 
the employers that in the event 
they acceded to union wage pro- 
posals, the Government threa- 
tened to refuse to approve any 
future requests for rate in- 
creases and to deny them loans 
for construction and purchases 
of new equipment. 

The powerful Coal 
Union (Tanro 170,000) con- 
tinues to pursue its already 
lengthy wage campaign despite 
strong employer opposition. 
This dispute is not without its 
peculiarities. At first view the 
union decision to involve itself 
in a long drawn-out affair in the 
face of huge coal reserves and 
overproduction seems perplex- 
ing. There are two basic rea- 
sons: 

1. Sohyo leaders decided that

it Was vital to have Tanro par- 
ticipate in their spring schedul- 
ed struggle as a sort of “hatter. 
ing ram.” 

2. Many tlocal enterprise 
ufnions,. confronted with big 
coal stocks, fear the prospect of 
layoffs or shorter workweeks, 
Consequently the wage drive 
and its accompanying work- 
stoppages have been devised to 
maintain union morale as well 
a8 @ means by which to reduce 
the large coal stocks. Union 
leaders feel that it is preferable 
to have the miners leave their 
jobs, from time to time, pre- 
sumably for strike purposes, 
than to have them risk the pros- 
pects of possible layoffs. 

The spring wage problem 
among public enterprise and 
agencies employes was quick- 
ly resolved when, on April 3 


both sides accepted a wage 
formula providing for ‘¥900 
monthiy increases which had 


been proposed by the Public 
Enterprises Labor Relations 
Commission. 

Despite the attainment of a 

aceful wage settlement the 
abor relations situation was 
marred by severe repressive 
actions by the Government. 
Despite warnings by the Postal 
and Communications Minister, 
the Postal Workers Union 
(Zentel 200,000) sponsored a 
series of “workshop rallies.” 

Fearing vigorous protests by 
opposition Diet members, the 
Government walted until the 
adjournment of the current 
Diet sessions before launching 
a series of punitive measures. 
Claiming that the union had 
violated the antistrike pro- 
“Visions of the public enterprise 
Statutes, the Postal and Com- 
munications Minister took dis- 
ciplinary action against thou- 
sands of postal employes in- 
cluding the discharge of the 
seven top leaders of the union 
which thereby makes them in- 
eligible to legally continue as 
officiais since the law requires 
that only employes in good 
standing may hold union office. 

Once again the Government 
has denied a union member- 
Ship the right to elect leaders 
of their own choosing. The 
number of public service em- 
ployes who have now been 
subject to a variety of discipli- 
nary punishments arising out 
of labor disputes literally runs 
into the tens of thousands. It 
is small wonder that labor or- 
ganizations throughout the 
Free World have been exhibit- 
ing increasing concern over 
the anti-union excesses of the 
Japanese Government. 

In conclusion, the spring 
wage drive has manifested a 
gradual, growing trend toward 
industrywide bargaining pat- 
terns. Government intervention 
for both political and economic 
reasons is an ever present fac- 
tor. Although neither manage- 
ment nor labor can claim to 
have achieved a decisive vic- 
tory, labor organizations ex- 
hibited a somewhat improved 
ability to command the loyalty 
and solidarity of their member- 
ship on an industrywide basis. 
On the employers’ side Nikkei- 
ren seems to be assuming a 
more important role as manage- 
ment’s GHQ. 

Continued progress by or- 
ganized labor in the direction 
of a more mature development 
of union leaders and member- 
ship will eventually serve to 
provide a greater counterforce 
to employers who, heretofore, 
have possessed a lopsided bar- 
gaining superiority. Such a trend 
is a hopeful one and a pre- 
requisite to the attainment of 
healthier and less turbulent 
labor-manggement relations.
